STOCK OF TOWN TOPICS 
TAKEN AT $1,000 A SHARE 


Although Mann Admitted That the 
Stock Was Only $10’a Share at 
Par—Startling Revelations 
Made in the Blackmail 
Trial.

Many of these 
loans never were repaid so far as Col- 
onel Mann could recal] and others were 
repaid in stock of Town Topics Com- 
pany at $1,000 a share. 

The largest single loan was obtained 
from James R. Keene, who loaned the 
Town Topics editor $90,000. From W. K.

900; from J. Pp. Morgan $82,500; from W. 
, Whitney $10,000; from Colfis P. Hunt- 
ington $15,000, John W. Gates $20,000, 
Charles M. Schwab $10,000, Thomas F.

Colonel Mann’s dealings with United 
States Senator William <A. Clark, of 
Montana, were taken up by Mr. Os- 
borne. The witness said he never re- 
ceived any money from the senator.

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RAIN, SLEET AND SNOW

Chicago, January 22.—A severe storm

No Government Ownership. 


In conclusion: Senator Clay said: 

“Tt do not beliave in government owner- 
ship of ra‘ircads. I recognize. the fact 
that the yast number of employees en- 
gaged in the work of operating and 
building these roads would be largely 
under the influence of the party in power 
in control cf the government. Such power 
would enabie the party In control of the 
government to hold it for all time to 
come. The only way to turn public at- 
tention from public control is governe 
ment regulaiion by law. What are the 
American people to do if the railroads 
are allowed to fix their own rates and 
the shippers have nowhere to go to Come 
plain of their wrongs? Who shall be the 
judge as to whether or not the rates 
are reasonable and impartial? The roads 
represent one side, the shippers the 
other. It may be possible that the ship- 
pers want more than thelr just dues, 
and the sfme may be said of the roads. 
We are all selfish, looking after our own 
‘nterest. Then let us have a broad-mind- 
ed, intelligent, industrioug interstate com- 
merce commission, clothed with the 
power to hear all complaints and to de- 
cide what rates are reasonable and just, 
and give it the power to enforce its find- 
ings, to settle the differences between 
the shippers and the roads. Then you 
may rest assured that substantial justice 
in cvery instance will be done between 
the roads and the people. This is all any 
honest mar cught to ask.

ART DRIVERS 
ARE UN STRIK 


Fifly-One Sanitary Carts Out 
of Commission Yesterday, 


Two Arrests Prevented Trouble at 
City Stables, and Strikers Say 
They Will Be on Hand 
Again This Morning 
To Argue. 


a 


Fifty-seven of the dump carts of the 
Sanitary department failed to leave the 
stables yesterday,morning because of an 
organized strike among the drivers. Dur- 
ing the day two carts quit work, making 
a total of fifty-nine of the ninety drivers 
on strike. 

Trouble was expected at the dumping 
grounds yesterday afternoon when the 
carts returned to the stable, but Chief 
John Jentzen was present with his en- 
tire force of inspectors and ‘prevented 


rioting. The fifty-nine strikers announced 
that they would be present this morning 
at § o'clock when the carts are to be 
taken out for the purpose of inducing the 
drivers not to go to work. Chief Jentzen 
announces that he will also be on the 
scene. 

Two arrests were made yesterday be- 
cause of the strike. Lee Gordon and 
Monroe Durham were %oth arrested at 
the dumping grounds last ‘evening by 
Chief Jentzen. 

Cause of the Strike. 

The cause of the strike is that the 
drivers of the sanitary dumping carts, 
who now receive $] per day, desire an 
increase to $1.25 per day. Chief Jentzen 
went before the finance committee of the 
general council early during the year and 
asked that this increase be given the 
drivers, but the finance committee did not 
make provision for the negro drivers on 
the January apportionment sheet. 

As soon as this became known, there 
was considerable dissatisfaction among 
the drivers, and they announced that 
they would strike. It was not known, 
however, that they had madg any plans 
for doinmz so until] yesterday morning, 
when they refused to work. 

Because of the fact that it is the win- 
ter season, the strike is not regarded 
seriously in the sanitary department. Had 
it occurred during the summer there 
would have been a very serious situa- 
tion in Atlanta. 

“IT will‘ have the strike broken by Wed- 
nesday,”’ declared Chieft Jentzen yester- 
day afternoon. “This morning I got out 
thirty-one carts. Tomorrow I will have 
out between forty and fifty, and on Wed- 
nesday I] will have out all of them. 

‘I propose to show these negroes that 
we can get along in the sanitary depart- 
ment without them. We are employing 
new men to take their places every day, 
and by Wednesday could have an entirely 
new set of drivers if we cared for them. 

“As a matter of fact, however, as soon 
as we get everything moving again, I am 
going before the finance committee and 
make another request for more money for 
them. [1 think the drivers ought to have 
$1.25 a day. These fellows who struck 
tried to get it the wrong way, but | 
will do all I can to get the increase for 
the new. set of drivers.”

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FISCAL OFFICERS TO MEET. 


Census Bureau Is Desirous of Im- 
proving Municipal Statistics. 
Washington, January 22.—(Special.)— 
The bureau of the census, of the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor, has called 
a conference of comptrollers, auditors, 
treasurers and others interested in the 
uniform classification of municipal ac- 
counts and comparable municipal statis- 
tics. This conference will be held in the 
banquet hall of the Arlington hotel, 
Washington, D. C., on February 13 and 

14, 1906. 

The first meeting of this kind took place 
in Washington in November, 1903, and 
proved very helpful in unifying the class- 
ification of accounts, thus permitting a 
comparison of the financial statistics of 
the different cities. The success of this 
former meeting induced the advisory 
committee, appointed at that time, to 
request the bureau of the census to call 
a second conference. This advisory com- 
mittee consists of the following: Chair- 
man, Lawrence E. McGann, comptroller 
of Chicago; secretary, Edward M. Hart- 
well, statistics department, Boston, 
Mass.; Edward M. Grout, ex-comptrolier 
of New York city; Harry B, Henderson, 
state examiner, Cheyenne, Wyo.; John R. 
Sparrow, comptroller’s office, New York 
city; Joseph T. Tracy, state auditor's 
dffice, Columbus, Ohio; George Forman, 
city auditor, Newark, N. J.; Herbert L. 
Austin, state comptroller’s office, Albany, 
N. Y.; Allen R. Foote, Ohio, and Harry 
c. Upham, city auditor, Cambridge, Mass. 

The invitations are limited to fiscal 
officers of cities of 30,000 inhabitants and 
over, because the law limits the annual 
collection of financial statistics to cities 
of that size. The fiscal officers of small- 
er places, however, and all others inter- 
ested in the subject, will be welcome, 

The preliminary programme contem- 
plates daily sessions at 10 a, m. and 2 p. 
m., and if necessary, night sessions at 8 
p. m. Thursday, February 15, has been 
reserved for a possible special meeting of 
fiscal officers in attendance, with a view 
of forming a permanent organization of 
those responsibie for the financial admin- 
istration of the principal cities.

“I Know nothing about that heroic race 
made by Fuller and Anthony Murphy, 
except what I have heard and read,”’ he 
went on. “But I do know about the 
hanging of seven of the prisoners, for I 
saw them drop through the trap, two 
of them taking that leap into eternity a 
second time, for, as you may have heard, 
two Of the ropes broke. I was at that 
time captain of Company H, Second 
Georgia cavalry. We were camped near 
Ponce de Leon springs. One day I rode 
into town in response to an order from 
Colone] Lawton, who was not only a 
fearless fighter, but a mighty good friend 
of mine. When I reached Colonel Law- 
ton’s headquarters and had saluted: he 
said: 

* ‘Willingham, I want you to select a 
squad from your company, go over to 
jail, get those seven spies, take ’em out 
and hang ‘em. And may the Lord have 
mercy on their souls.’ 

*“‘Now, I had been in the army a long 
time, and had seen my share of fighting, 
without a thought of the consequence. 
But when I got that order, somehow I 
quailed. I couldn’t relish the idea of 
choking hrave men to death, not even if 
they were spies. That’s what we called 
them in those days, but I believe they 
aré now dubbed raiders. Well, anyhow, 
I didn’t relish the job, and for one time 
in my life I took advantage of a friend- 
ship I knew existed. I said to the colo- 
nel: 

“*You know, Colonel Lawton, that I 
have never questioned an order since I 
entered the army, and I’m not going to do 
so now; Dut [I tell you openly I don’t 
like that job. Still, an order is an order, 
and it isn’t for an inferior to question his 
superior, but—’ 

“I couldn’t go any further, for those 
cold blue eyes of Colonel Lawton’s, which 
never failed to reach the spot, were con- 
suming me. They were eating me up, and 
I began to feel mighty uncomfortable. 
Suddenly a thought came to me, and 
quickly I gave it expression by saying: 

““*Colonel Lawton, I accept your or- 
der. But—But— Suppose I find a substi- 
tute?

““*Then, find a substitute who is as 
giood a soldier as you have been.

“It didn’t take Captain Crews long to 
select his detail, and in a few minutes he 
had reported to Colonel Lawton, who 
accepted him as my substitute by issu- 
ing to him the same orders he had given 
me. That detail was, within a few min- 
utes, marching in a square to the place 
where the scaffold had been put up. No, 
it wasn’t the hollow square, for inside 
were the seven spies. At the last minute 
I was seized with a desire to see that 
execution, and at a short distance in the 
rear I trailed along behind the guard and 
the prisoners.

PROFIT TAKING 


WAS VERY HEAVY 


In Face of Which Strong 
Stocks Moved Upward, 


Realizing on a Large Scale Helped

SEEK MANDAMUS 
TO-CHARTER TOWN 


Citizens of Woodlawn Want To 
Overrule Judge Pendleton, 


Superior Court Yesterday Declined 
To Grant Petition After Bill 
Had Been Lost in Georgia 
Legislature—Other 
Court News. 


/ The supreme court of Georgia will be 
asked for a mandamus to compel Judge 
Pendleton to sign the charter of the 
town of Woodlawn, tetween Atlanta and 
the Chattahoochee river. 

Judge Pendleton yesterday refused to 
grant a charter for the proposed munici- 
pality, and the only remedy open to the 
defeated petitioners is an appeal to the 
supreme court for a mandamus. This is 
probably. the first time That such an 
application has ever been made to the 
supreme court in anything like a sim. 
ilar case, and the Woodlawn litigation 
promises to become famous. | 

In the district sought to be incorpor- 
ated there is a negro amusement park, 
and the residents of that vicinity object 
ito the operation of this park so near 
their homes. They first made an appeal 
to the legislature, having a bill intro- 
duced which provided that in counties 
having large cities cf a certain mamed 
population no such resort could be main- 
tained outside the corporate limits of 
those cities without the consent of the 
Surrounding property owners. 

A fight was made on this bill! by 
counties immediately adjoining Fulton, 
who claimed that it would not send the 
particular resort to Atlanta, but- would 
drive it into Cobb, Campbell or DeKalb 
countv. The bill was defeated. 

Wanted To Stop Negro Park. 

Then quite a number of residents of 
the section about the park filed a peti- 
tion for a charter for the proposed town 
of Woodlawn, including in the territory 
the objectionable park. It was said to 
be their intention to enact a municipal 
ordinance forbidding the operation of the 
park, or placing a prohibitive tax upon it. 

The owners of the park filed a caveat 
‘and the matter has been pending before 
Judge Pendleton for some months. It 
was argued several days ago, ang the 
point made by Wharton Wilson, attor- 
ney for the@csaveators, that the city of 
Atlanta had already had this territory 


incorporated for police and sanitary pur- 


| poses. 


Yesterday Judge Pendleton issued the 
following order: 

“After considering the within applica- 
tion for incorporation, ang the caveat. 
and the agreed statement of facts, it is 
ordered and adjudged that the said ap- 
plication be denied upon the ground that 
two municipal corporations cannot ex- 
ercise the same powers over the same 
territory at the same time. 

“J.T. PENDLETON, 
“Judge Supreme Court Atlanta Circuit, 

“January 22, 1906.’ 

The petitioners cannot take exception 
to this decision and carry the matter ¢o 
the superior court as ordinary cases. are 
carried there. They wil] have to apply 
for a writ of mandamus to compe! Judge 
Pendleton to sign the charter of the pro- 
posed town. On the hearing for the ap- 
p:ication for mandamus the whole ques. 
tion will be considered. 

The petitioners are represented by An- 
derson & Anderson. 


Criminal Session Begins. 

The criminal branch of the superior 
court, with Judge Roan on the bench 
convened yesterday morning and during 
the day a large number of cases were 
disposed of, very few of them, however, 
being of any general public interest. 

Joe Grant, a negro. was sentenced to 
serve elght years each in: three cases, 
making *a total of twenty-four years. 
Grant, according to the charges against 
him, led quite a criminal career for a 
few days. 

He is said to have entered the pawn- 
shop of Ben Morris, on. DecatuPSstreet. 
and drawing a pistol, seized thres 
watches and wa!ked out backwards, hold- 
ing the pistol at the pawnbrokers’ head 
all the while. 


He is said to have appeared next at 
Sol Eplan’s pawnshop on the same street 
and asked to look at pistols. He was 
shown, at his request, a fine revolver, 
which he loaded quickly with cartridges 
from his pocket and retreated from th2 
shop as he had done at the other piace. 

It is said that he next appeared at a 
pawnshop on the Peters street viaduct. 
and covering the keepers with thhe stolen 
pistol, seized an overcoat with which h:2 
got away. He was followed, however, 
by Dave Shane, one of the pawnshop 
keepers, with whom he exchanged pisto] 
shots.

Officer Rowan 
had him indicted in three cases, charg- 
ing highway robbery. and it was in these 
three cases that he was convicted. Hz-« 
was not tried in the other matters,
